The meeting was attended by a large 
number of prominent ex-army officers 
and soldiers, and was presided over by 
Colonel L. D. Cimpbell, a prominent 
army officer, member of congress for 
mauy years, and also ex-minister to 
Mexico, The meeting had hardly been 
organized when it was taken possession 
of by a large number of republicans, 
custom house officers, whisky gaugers, 
letter carriers, etc., who proceeded to 
break up the meeting by means of 
shouts, cries of “rebels,” “down with 
the traitors,” “democratic rebels,” etc. 
Uhe chairman attempted to keep order, 
but was forced from the chair oy the 
crowd, which greatly surpassed the 
democrats in number. 

Maj. Guthrie, republican, wai put in 
the chair and the democrats were forced 
to adjourn their meeting without action.

Veaceably, fairly and legally 
elected, I am your governor by over 
8,000 majority of the votes of both races 
in the state, 1 announce to you my 
fixed determination to assert and main- 
tain my right to that position, and I 
know you are — determined that 
I shalldo so. Ishall be prepared todo 
my whole duty, and I shall expect the 
same from every citizen of Louisiana.” 

These remarks were received with 
great applause. Mr. Wiltz, candidate 
for lieutenant governor, endorsed the 
remarks of Gen. Nichols and spoke to 
the same effect.

POSTMASTER JAMES. 


Postmaster James, of New York, 
wants to be examined right away in re- 
gard to the statemen made by Hon. 
Abram 8. Hewitt that his mail has been 
tampered with in the New York post 
office. If we are not misinformed, 
James is several hundred yards ahead 
of his errand. If our telegraphic re- 
port was the correct one, Mr. Hewitt 
said his letters from New York had 
been uniformly tampered with. But 
even supposing that Mr, Hewitt’s let- 
ters had been tampered with in the 
Néw York office, doesany sane person 
suppose that either James or any of his 
subordinates are so unversed in radi- 
cal tricks as to have committed the 
fraud within sight of a cloud of wit- 
nesses.? The idea is preposterous and 
the application of James is absurd. If 
James’s name were John, we should 
be tempted to call him “Honest John,” 
but as it is not we shall make no seri- 
ous attempt to classify him. 


Tue bill introduced in the house of 
representatives by Mr. Dibrell, of Ten- 
nessee, proposes thut after July, 1877, 
there shall be levied a tax ot five per 
cent.on the net profits of banks, bank- 
ers, insurance, and railroad and incor- 
porated or manufacturing company, 
persons or firm doing business as afore- 
sald, two thousand dollars, however, 
being excepted, and a tax levied on all 
in ‘excess of that amount. A like tax 
is also .proposed on all legicies except 
when left for charitable, educational or 
religious purposes. A tax of five per 
cent. on the interest on all bonds of the 
United States bearing coin interest 
held by citizens or corporations in the 
United States is also proposed. The 
tax on manufactured tobacco is fixed 
at sixteen cents per pound, provided 
the producer may use one hundred 
pounds, in any way he sees fit, without 
the payment of a tax uponit. The tax 
on distilled spirits it is proposed to re- 
duce to twenty-five conts a gallon. 


Mr. Ferry, it is thought, will make

Tur populations of Georgia and of 
New York city are almost identical, 
but their public debts are not.

The indications are, too, that the south which 
made its sad aud desperate venture in 1861 in the | 
confident hopeof nerthern allies, and found | 
itself bitterly disappointed, is now opposed to 
anything like civil war. The utterances of its 
chief men, so far as they have beea known at 
the north, show the reverse of a warlike spirit. 
Such men as Mr, Hill, of Georgia, do not hesi- 
tate tocassin the facesof the northern fire- 
eaters the record of democratic eowardice and 
insincerity in the late war, and to devlare that if 
these wish now to invitea quarrel with arms, 
they can fight it out themselves. For its own 
part, the south, according to some of its most 
prominent representatives, has had enough of 
war, and sees in the present situation nothing 
so intolerable as to justify a mew resort to vio- 
lence. 

This paragraph is a fair specimen of 
one line of argument that the adminis- 
tration organs are just now rising to 
bolster up the rebellion of Grant and 
his associate office-holders, and to keep 
the senatoria! Catalines up tothe we k 
assigned them. After they have 
shown, or tried to show, that 
there is not going to be much of a dem- 
ocratic storm from either section of the 
country,they proceed to fire the north- 
ern heart and to declare that Hayes 
must and shall be inaugurated. 

We assert in the most distinct man- 
ner that the south will not leave the 
democrats of the north “to fight it out 
themselves.” Here in Atlanta—where 
Mr. Hill resides — a democrat 
ean not be found .who is in favor of 
any such course —not one; always pro- 
vided that the northern democrats want 
assistance and call forit. If the demo- 
erats of the north conclude that the 
only way to prevent the government 
from being seized by a set of rogues “is 
to use force, they can have from the 
south all the assistance that they will 
be apt to need. For we 
are Bb determined that the 
leadership and the whole responsi- 
bility of a forcetul movement shail be 
borne by northern men, as we are that 
we will not.permit them ‘‘to fight it 
out themselves” if they ask for help. 
We do not want any sectional stri e on 
our plate, and will have none. 
If the democracy of the north 
lead the way, the southern democ- 
racy can be fully relied on to 
disappoint all these hopes that the rad 
ical organs are indulgiug in. The south 
will keep step to northern democratic 
music. There will be no division 
among democrats. If the northern 
democrats decide to rely upon peaceful 
methods to overcome usurpation by the 
defeated candidate, the southern dem- 
ecrats will sorrowfnlly say Amen; if 
they decide otherwise, the southern 
democrats will stand by them to a man 
and to the bitterfend. 


MORTON'S BILL. 


Will the Indiana senatcr father his 
own child? He made several able ar- 
guments last winter in favor of his pet 
measure to provide for counting the 
electoral vote. Will he stand up to it 
this winter? How will the other re- 
publican senators vote on the motion to 
reconsider the bill? These questions 
are interesting just at present, for Mr. 
Edmunds has given notice that he will 
press the bill. 

The bill was passed by the senate 
March 24, 1876, by the following vote:

Nays —Messrs. Bayard, Bogy, Caperton, Cock- 
rell, Conkling, Cooper, Davis, Dennis, Eaton, 
Edmunds,English, Goldthwait, Hewe, Johnston: 
Jones of Florida, Kelly, McCreery, McDenald, 
Maxey, Randolph, Ransom, Saulsbury, Steven- 
son, Wallace, Whyte and Withers—26. 

Absent—Messrs. Alcorn, Boutwell, Bruce. 
Clayton, Connover, Cragin, Gordon, Harvey, 
Kernan, Morrill of Vermont, Norwood, Robert- 
son, Sharon, Wadleigh and West—15.

assembied to count the votes, and that 
return, and that only, from such atate 
shall be counted. which the two houses 
acting separately shall decide to be the 
true and valid return.”

EX-MINISTER WH, L. SCRUGGS. 


[From the Diario de Cundin-Amarca, of Bogota 
U. 8. C., of October the 19th, 1876—Translated 
for tae Atianta Constitution.) 

‘he Diario Oficiel of yesterday con- 
tains the announcement, which we in- 
sert below, of the recall of Mr. Scruggs 
from the United States legation in this 
city, and of his official leave of the 
government and people of Columbia: 
“Without wishing to give offense to 
any one, we must be allowed to say 
that the government of the United 
States has never been so worthily and 
nobly represented, in this county, 4s 
by the minister who has just taken his 
leave. A gentleman as remarkable for 
his love of justice and conspicuous 
abilities as for the uprightness and gen- 
erosity of his personal character, he has 
commanded the esteem and consider- 
ation of the people of this metropolis 
toan extent never equalled perhaps by 
any of his predecessors. 

“Mr. Scruggs has honorably and well 
represented in our Peer republic 
not only the offic and di- 
plomatic relations of his 
country, but likewise the dominant 
moral characteristics of his fellow coun- 
trymen- the true and genuine type of 
the best North American society. Those 
who believe that the North American

“Mr. Presipent:—It becomes my 
duty to deliver my letter of recall, and 
take leaye uf your excellency,and as 
minister resident of the United States 
near vernment of Columbia. In 
doing so, I improve the occasion in 
obedience to instructions from my gov- 
ernment, toexpress in bebalf of its 
chief magistrate, his continued friend- 
ship, and that of the people of the Uni- 
ted States, for yourself and for the gov- 
ernment and people of the Columbia 
union. 

“I feel justified in adding that the 
policy of withholding further appro- 
priations for this mission originated in 
no want of sympathy and friendship 
for your government; but from an opin- | 
ion prevailing in the United States 
coagress, that the present condition of 
the treasury and the industries of the 
country, required a reduction of ex- 

nditures in every branch of the pub- 
ic service. 

“The president entertains the hope, 
chereiore, that tne necessity which has 
been thought to require the present 
withdrawai of a representative of the 
United States from Bogota, may be but 
temporary and of short duration. 

“] cannot omit the opportunity, Mr. 
President, to thank you for your many 
tokens of personal confidence and 
friendship. My personal and official 
relations, as well with your immediate 
predecessors as with vourself, and like- 
wise with your polite and accomplished 
minister for foreign affairs and his pre- 
decessors, nave been, to me at least, 
most agreeable and satisfactory. 

“My residence in your capital has 
been, upon the whole, pleasant and 
agreeable; and whilst I very naturally 
desire to return tomy home and peo- 
ple, I do not leave tue bright and genial) 
clime of Colombia without feelings of 
genuine regret. 1 have lived long 
enough in your midst to form maay 
estimable friendships, and shal! carry 
with me none but the kindest remem. 
brances of your beautiful country and 
of its generous and hospitable people.” 

The president responded as follows: 

“‘Mr.Minister: Your separation trom 
the high office of minister of the 
United States of America, which you 
make known tome by placing in my 
hands ne letter of recall, can but be 
painful to the government and the peo- 
ple of Columbia. 

“The assurance of cordial friendsh: 
which you have just made in behalf 
of the chief magistrate and people of 
the Americau union, are accepted by 
me as the representative of my fellow- 
citizens with the gratitude which such 
paternal demons:rations deserve,and to 
reciprocate those noble sentiments will 
ever be the fervid desire of my admin- 
istration. 

“IT comprehend how the suspension 
of the legation here, the duties whereot 
you lave so hono:ably and satisfactori- 
ly discharged, has boron caused by 
reasons of a purely fiscal character; an 
that itin no way affects the friendly 
relations which unite the tworepublics, 
nor the merits which you have acquired 
by yourimportant services and by those 
high personal qualities which distin- 
guish you. 

“Your country, which has preceded 
ours in the arduous journey of republi- 
can regeneration, and which, at the 
completion of its first century of inde- 
pendent exis.ence, is found among the 
most civilized and powerful of the 
globe, should ever be the friend ef the 
South American republics, which, in 
their social and political emancipation, 
coufidently follow, like Columbia, in 
the same road. It should, therefore, 
continue to live in the closest harmony 
and good understanding wiih them; 
and hence I indulge the hope that, 
when the reasons which have induced 
a temporary suspension of the legation 
which has been under your charge shall 
have ceased, it may be promptly re-es- 
tablished, and, if ible, cofifided a 
anew to your intelligence, tact and dis- 
cretion. 

“May your return, Mr. Minister, to 
your own country, and to your home 
therein, be happy; and, at the recollec- 
lion of Columbia, where you have so 
many honorable remembrances and 
sincere friendships, be assured that 
here we shall ever cherish an ardent de- 
sire for the prosperity of the great re- 
public which you have so creditably 
represented, and for your own personal 
and private welfare.’

It will be recollected that a few 
weeks ago a petition was presented to the city 
councii urging the payment of $5,0.0 each to 
Col. Reuben Arnold ard Col. P. L. Mynatt for 
profeseional seivices reudered the city in the 
guit of Stidham & Co. vs tue city of Atlanta for 
breach of water works cont: act. Judge Richard 
H. Clarke, Judge John Coliier and others certi- 
fied that in their opinion the fee of $5 600 wa, 
not too much for the service rendered. 

The petition was referred to the finance com- 
mittee who at the last meeting submitted the 
following report: 

In the case of Stidham & Co. vs. the city of 
Atianta, will state that we have carefully ex- 
amined the claim for fees of Reubep Arnold 
aud P. L. Mynatt, they haye represented the 
city’s interests,and we recommend the payment 
of $150 to each asa final settiement of the claim.

The City Coart.

The hall of the super} court. was 
again well filled yesterday with intereste1.gpec- 
tators to watch the eontinuation of the trial of 
Delos Jett for the murder of Jesse Akndge. 

His honor, Judge Buchanan was in bis seat 
promptly at nine o’clock,and the court was 
called to order. 

The prisoner sat directly facing the jury, with 
his counsel, Messrs. Gartrell, Wright and Hul- 
sey. He was as placid as on the day before, aud 
narrowly watched each witu2ss as he testified. 

The counsel for the state, Col. Westmorelana 
and Solicitor Glenn were in their places looking 
fresh, coufident and ready for a bie fight. 

The business of completing the jury being 
the first thing in order, wasthe first thing re- 
sumed,and this consumed a little ove: an hour. 
Shortly past ten o'clock, and after 125 talesmen 
had been rejected, the five needed to complete 
the twelve were obtained and sworn in. The 
witnesses on both sides were then sworn aad 
separated. 

THS TESTIMONY. 

Below we give a ful: summary of the ¢ vidence 
introduced, in very nearly the language of the 
witneeses: 

DRe ROBERT W. WESTMORELAND SWORN. 

Am a practicing physician; saw the 
body of Jesse R. Atridge; does not remember 
the precise day; it was in last November; he 
was two or three milesin the country; he had 
two wounds ia front, in right and left breast; 
one in the arm, and twoin the back; were made 
with a ku‘fe; witness probed the wounds; two 
entered the cavity; they all entered in different 
ways, the one in the arm went through; witness 
canvot tell in what position Akridge was when 
he received the wonnds; the wound which en- 
tered the back ou the mght side was a down 
tick, 

CROSS-EX AMINED. 

Tne deceased had five wounds. The first 
wound in front was four or five inches below 
collar bone; en tered the cavity, andstruck the 
lungs; the next wound witness examined was 
in the back of deceased; the blow hera glanced 
from ariband just did enter the cavity; the 
other two wounds on the body were mere 
gashes and did not enter the cavity; the decess- 
ed was at home; witness was at the house in the 
afternoon, and he died that morning; he was a 
young man, toleraply well developed. 

RS- DIRECT. 

Witneas said that there were two in front and 
two behind, not onein front and three behind. 
MR. J. A. ABLES SWORN. 

Lives in Alabama; has been here about nine 
weeks; was acquainted with Akridge only afew 
days before he was killed; was present at the 
kiliing of Mr. Akridge on the 14th of November; 
Tom Elliott, George hiliott and Mr. Miller were 
present; we were all coming from a paity to 
gether; Akridge and myself were behind the 
others; ,mr. Jett, George Elliott and Mriler were 
ahead; . Woodall and two young ladies were 
next; we overtook the young ladies at the brick 
yard, Jett was cursing on ahead; we passed the 
young ladies, and Akridge went up to him and 
put his hand on him and told him to stev cus 
ing; taat there were ladies behind and he 
must behave himself; after some 
conversation Akridge took 4 road 
towards his home: witness went with him; 
we overtook the boys azain, and Delos was at.ll 
swearing. Akridge tried te stop him, and they 
got to boxing; after exchanging a few blows, 
witness saw Akridge jump back and asked for 
a knife; witness went towards them to stop it, 
aud as he did Akridge turned to getaway; as he 
did so witness geard Jett cut him in the back 
with a knife; heard the blow; after receiving 
the stab, Akridge ran some thirt, or forty feet 
and fell; Jett went tobimand stabbed him 
twice behind the shoulder while he was on his 
knees; Jett then came back saying he could 
whip Akridge or any of his friends; witness 
assisted in car:ying Akridge home; he died the 
next day when the cannon fited; when witness 
laid Akridge down in the road, he told witness 
that Delos Jett had killed him; witmess ssw no 
weapons of any kind on Akridge’s person; when 
Akridge jumped back he asked for a knife. 


CROSS EXAMINED. 


Witness is not vet 21; left Alaoama on the 30th 
of October, because he wanted te; witness went 


kuife; did not ask anybody in particular. Wit- 

ness had a du!l kvife in his pocket. There was 
a pistol in the party—a five shooter; saw no 
weapou in the hands of the prisoner; does rot 
iemaember whether it had rained avy that night 
or not. When Akridge called for the knife, wit 

ness started tostop the difficult,, but before he 
got to them Akridge started to run, and Jettrun 
atiimagain. Witness stayed where he was un- 
til Jett turned around to come bac:. They ran 
about forty yards The d'tch where Akridge 
fell was on the side of the road next to the 
jence. 

RE-DIRECT. «¢ 

Jesse Akridge did not call for a pistol; witness 
gave him one arter Jett had gone; no one gave 
him a pisiol when he jumped back and asked 
tora knife. Witness is as good a friend to ure 
of the boys as he is to the other. Witness kuows 
that he was nut following Jett, and Akridge said 
nothing to indicate that he was. Witness saw 
Akridge’s coat alter the difficulty; he saw blood 
on the breast of it; saw no wound on the coat; 
does not know whep Jett took out his knife; the 
boxing was pretty tast. While Akridge was tak- 
ing off his coat Jett was standing perfect y 
still. ) 

RE CROSS. 

Witness saw blood on coat; saw it that night 
at Akridge’s father’s house. Witness helped 
carry him there; it wasa good thick cloth coat; 
some woolin it; black color; don’t remember 
what kind of a coat Jett had on. Witness did 
not see the knife in Jeit's hands but heard the 
cut. Witness was dre‘sed just as he is now. 

LIEUTENANT MIKE WHITE, SWCRN. 

Is a lieutenant of police; has a knife in his 
possession which he got from Mr Jett. (Exhib 
itsit) The arrest was made the day after -he 
killing; 1t was in the country. When witness 
saw Jett he was running irom Policeman Drake 
The officers had surrounded the house where 
they supposed Jett was. Jett turned back and 
was thus caught. He was running dowa to- 
wards the woods; witness told him he had a 
warrant for him for murder. He said, ‘All 
1ight.’’ Witness asked him if he had the knife 
he did the cutting with. He said he had, and 
pulled out this. 

CROSS-EXAMINED. 

Officers Stearns and Drake and a gentleman 
named Brown were with witness It wasat ol. . 
man Jett’s. between 10 and 12 miles from tite 
city. Does not know of any excitement or 
threats being made against Jett by any one. 

DR. THOMAS RAINS SWORN. 

Isa physician; was called to see Akridge ; 
saw him about two hours afier he was cut. 
(Describes them.) Only one was in front; three 
were in the back and cne iu right arm; death 
was Caused from the wound in front and one of 
those from behind; both penetrated the lungs 
(Kuife shown witness.) The wounds could have 
been made with this kuife. 

CROSS-EX 4 MINED. 

There was one wound in the breast ; the 
wound in thearm was right through the flesh, 
outside of the bone; the first in back was on 
right side, about two inches be!ow the shoulder 
blade; the incision in front was about an inch 
and a halfilong; none of the cuts were uuder au 
inch long. 

MB. JAMES BUCHANAN MILLER SWOBN. 

Is sixteen years old; livesa mie from Jett. 
Jett tives about a mile from town; was at the 
party, left when the balance did ; left with Jett 
and Eiliott: saw Akeridge when he came into 
the lane; this was about a hundred yards from 
Elliott’s house; Jett was waiking along hol'er- 
ing hurrah for Tilden; Akridge came up and 
said, you must not go ov so; Jett eursed him.
